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RETROSPECT 

In  response  to  the  call  of  Doctor  Victor  Clifton  Alderson 
by  letters  sent  to  members  of  the  Society  of  Mayflower  Descend- 
ants residing  in  Colorado,  a  meeting  was  held  at  the  Savoy 
Hotel  in  Denver  on  March  22,  1906.  This  meeting  was  called 
to  order  by  Mr.  Durand  Clarence  Packard,  and  Mr.  William 
Kossuth  McAllister  was  chosen  chairman,  and  Mr.  Edward 
Reynolds  Steuart,  secretary.  There  was  read  a  letter  from  Mr. 
Ashbel  P-  Fitch,  Secretary-general,  stating  that  a  charter  had 
been  granted  on  January  31,  1906,  by  the  General  Society.  The 
Charter  Members  were  already  connected  with  the  older  branches 
as  follows :  five  of  the  Connecticut  society,  four  of  the  New  York, 
four  of  the  Illinois,  four  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  three  of  the 
Massachusetts,  and  one  of  the  Pennsylvania  society.  At  a  meet- 
ing held  at  the  Savoy  Hotel  on  April  21,  1906,  the  permanent 
organization   of  the  Society  was   effected. 

The  minutes  state :  "It  was  the  unanimous  vote  of  those 
present  that  we  express  our  high  appreciation  of  the  untiring  ef- 
forts of  Doctor  Alderson"  to  form  a  new  society  for  Colorado. 
"After  many  months  of  patient  vraiting  on  the  winds  and  tides 
of  endeavor,  the  little  bark  was  ready  for  the  Pilgrims  of  Colo- 
rado." 

At  the  membership  meetings,  held  semi-annually,  the  Society 
has  enjoyed  the  hospitality  of  Mrs.  Kountze,  Mrs.  Mclntyre, 
Mrs.  Welch,  Mrs.  Cheesman,  Mrs.  Richardson  and  Mrs.  Jane  O. 
Cooper. 

These  meetings  have  been  thoroughly  enjoyable  and  marked 
by  carefully  prepared  papers  varied  with  musical  numbers  of 
much  merit.  The  annual  meeting  of  November  21,  igio,  was 
followed  by  a  stereopticon  lecture  by  Doctor  Alderson,  on  Pil- 
grim life  and  surroundings,  and  was  given  at  the  home  of  Mrs. 
Cheesman.  Members  and  guests  representing  other  patriotic  so- 
cieties to  the  number  of  about  two  hundred  were  present. 

A  number  of  valuable  books  have  been  presented  by  Mrs. 
Welch,  Mr.  McAllister  and  Mr.  Grozier.  The  Society  has  added 
to  these  by  purchase  and,  through  careful  selection,  expects  to 
possess,  in  time,  a  library  of  authentic  works  bearing  on  historical 
and  genealogical  subjects.

PREAMBLE 

Whereas,  Our  ancestors,  passengers  on  the  "Mayflower,"' 
landed  in  December,  1620,  on  Plymouth  Rock,  Massachusetts ;  and 

Whereas,  They  came  to  settle  in  a  new  land  and  to  found 
a  new  home  and  government,  for  the  benefit  of  themselves  and 
their  posterity;  and 

Whereas,  After  struggles  and  hardships,  which  in  the  first 
year  after  their  landing  carried  ofif  one-half  of  their  number  and 
necessitated  years  of  continued  bravery  and  fortitude  against  in- 
numerable trials  of  the  severest  kind ;  and  . 

Whereas,  Their  acts  and  example  have  been  instrumental 
in  the  establishment  of  Civil  and  Religious  Liberty  throughout 
this  land. 

Therefore,  This  Society  is  formed  by  lineal  descendants  of 
that  band  of  Pilgrims,  to  preserve  their  memory,  their  records, 
their  history,  and  all  facts  relating  to  them,  their  ancestors  and) 
their  posterity. 
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CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  I. 

NAME. 
The  name  of  this  Society  shall  be  "The  Society  of  Mayflower 
Descendants  in  the  State  of  Colorado." 

ARTICLE  II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec.  I.  Every  lineal  descendant,  over  eighteen  years  of  age, 
of  any  passenger  on  the  voyage  of  the-  "'Mayflower"  which 
terminated  at  Plymouth,  Massachusetts,  December,  1620,  including 
all  signers  of  "The  Compact,"  shall  be  eligible  to  membership. 
They  must  be  proposed,  seconded  and  elected.  They  shall  pay 
the  initiation  fees  and  dues  and  comply  with  the  conditions  in  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws.  Honorary  membership  may  be 
granted  by  the  Board  of  Assistants. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OFFICERS    AND    BOARD    OF    ASSISTANTS. 

Sec.  I.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  Governor, 
Deputy  Governor,  Captain,  Elder,  Secretary,  Assistant  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  Historian,  Surgeon  and  seven  Assistants.  They  shall 
T)e  elected  by  a  plurality  vote  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Society,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible.  They  shall  serve  for 
the  term  of  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  chosen 
and  qualified. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Managers,  elsewhere  referred  to  as  the 
Board  of  Assistants,  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  So- 
ciety and  the  seven  Assistants.  This  Board  shall  appoint  all 
committees  provided  for  in  the  By-Laws. 

Sec.  3.  The  duties,  powers  and  privileges  of  the  officers 
and  Board  of  Assistants  of  the  Society  shall  be  regulated  by  the 
By-Laws,  so  long  as  they  are  consistent  with   this  Constitution. 

Sec.  4.  Vacancies  occasioned  by  death  or  resignation  may 
be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Assistants  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Sec.  5.  The  Deputy  Governor  General  shall  be  a  member 
■of  the  Board  of  Assistants,  e.x-officio. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

TERMINATION   OF    MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec.  I.  Any  member  whose  annual  dues  remain  unpaid 
for  a  period  of  one  year  shall  be  dropped  from  the  rolls. 

.Sk;\  2.  The  Board  of  Assi.stants  may,  on  a  two-thirds  vote. 
•drop  any  member  shown  to  be  prejudicial  to  the  Society. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

MEETINGS. 

Sec.  I.  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  City  of 
Denver  on  the  twenty-first  of  November  in  each  year,  at  the 
time  and  place  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Assistants. 

Sec.  2.  All  other  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  at 
such  times  and  places  as  may  be  decided  upon  by  the  Board  of 
Assistants,  but  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  as  prohibiting 
the  Governor,  or  such  a  specified  number  of  members  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  By-Laws,  from  calling  special   meetings. 

Sec.  3.  The  number  of  members  which  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Society,  and  all  other  necessary  details  not  herein  provided  for, 
shall   be  regulated  by  the  By-Laws. 

Sec.  4.  Every  action  taken  by  the  Society  at  any  regular  or 
special  meeting  shall  be  binding  upon  all  of  its  members,  pro- 
A'ided  such  meeting  shall  have  been  called  and  notice  thereof 
given  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and 
the  By-Laws.

ARTICLE  X. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Any  proposed  amendment  to  this  Constitution  must  be  pre- 
sented in  writing  at  a  stated  or  special  meeting  of  the  Society; 
it  shall  thereupon  be  read  and  filed  with  the  Secretary.  The 
Secretary  shall  send  out  with  the  notice  of  the  regular  or 
special  meeting  at  which  such  proposed  amendment  or  amend- 
ments are  to  be  acted  on,  a  copy  of  all  such  proposed  amend- 
ments. A  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  present  shall  be 
required  for  the  adoption  of  any  amendment.

ARTICLE  I. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec.  I.  Any  person  desirous  of  becoming  a  member  of  this 
Society  must  first  be  invited  by  a  member  in  good  standing. 
Application  for  membership  in  this  Society  shall  be  made  in 
writing  on  the  preliminary  application  blanks  furnished  by  the 
General  Society,  in  accordance  with  its  Constitution. 

Sec.  2.  Such  application  must  contain  the  autograph  name 
of  the  applicant,  and  of  two  members  of  the  Society  who  shall 
vouch  for  the  applicant  by  sending  letters  of  recommendation  of 
the  applicant  to  the  Governor. 

Sec.  3.  Each  application  must  first  be  acted  upon  by  the 
Membership  Committee,  which  must  satisfy  itself  regarding  the 
applicant's  moral  and  social  eligibility  to  become  a  member  of  the 
Society. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  M(embership  Committee 
to  send  to  the  Governor,  a  list  of  the  names  of  applicants  which 
have  been  favorably  passed  by  them  and  which  they  are  to 
propose  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board.  Such  notice  is  to  be 
sent  at  least  two  weeks  before  such  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  These  applicants  shall  at  such  meeting,  or  at  some 
subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board  be  voted  on  separately  by  secrci 
ballot.     Three  negative  votes  shall  reject  any  candidate. 

Sec.  6.  To  the  applicants  thus  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Assistants,  final  pedigree  papers  shall  then  be  issued  by  the 
secretary. 

Sec.  7.  All  the  pedigree  papers  shall  be  examined  by  the 
Historian,  and  on  his  report  to  the  Board  of  Assistants  that  he 
has  found  the  pedigree  papers  of  an^  applicant  to  be  correct,  and 
that  the  Historian  General  has  approved  the  same,  the  Board  of 
Assistants  shall  declare  such  applicant  elected  a  member  of  the 
Society,  unless  in  the  meantime  some  fact  has  been  brought  to 
its  attention  which  would  make  the  applicant  an  undesirable 
member. 

Sec.  8.  Every  approval  shall  be  void  unless  the  final  pedigree 
papers  shall  be  returned  to  the  Historian  properly  filled  out 
within  twelve  months  after  the  Secretary,  on  the  direction  of  the 
Board,  shall  have  sent  them  to  the  applicant.  An  election  shall 
be  void  unless  the  person  elected  shall  pay  the  initiation  fee  and 
dues  for  the  current  year  within  sixty  days  after  the  bill  for  the 
same  has  been  mailed  him  by  the  Treasurer. 


Sec.  9.  No  person  who  has  been  rejected  or  whose  name 
has  been  withdrawn,  shall  be  acted  upon  within  a  period  of  one 
year.

ARTICLE  II. 

MEETINGS. 

Sec.  I.  The  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  City  of 
Denver,  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  November,  the  anniversary 
of  the  signing  of  "The  Compact"  on  the  "Mayflower,"  except 
only  when  that  date  shall  fall  on  a  Sunday  or  legal  holiday, 
when  the  Annual  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  day  following, 
the  hour  and  place  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Assistants. 

Sec.  2.  A  regular  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall 
be  held  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  May  in  each  year,  or  on  the 
following  day,  when  that  date  shall  fall  on  Sunday  or  a  legal 
holiday. 

Sec.  3.  Special  Meetings  of  the  Society  may  be  held  at  any 
specified  time  and  place,  at  the  call  of  the  Governor,  or  upon  the 
written  request  of  ten  members.  The  object  of  such  special 
meeting  must  be  stated  in  the  notice. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Assistants  shall  hold  a  regular  meet- 
ing on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month,  except  during  the 
months  of  June,  July  and  August,  at  such  hours  and  places  as 
they  may  determine.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Assistants 
may  be  called  by  the  Governor,  or  upon  the  written  request  of 
three  of  its  members.  Notice  of  such  special  meetings  must  be 
given  as  provided  for  regular  meeting,  and  such  notice  must 
state  the  object  of  the  special  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  Three  days'  notice  in  writing  shall  be  given  of  all 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Assistants  and  seven  days'  notice  of 
all  meetings  of  the  Society.  Such  notice  shall  be  mailed  to  the 
a(Jdresses  of  the  several  members  as  they  appear  on  the  books  of 
the  Society. 

Sec.  6.  At  all  regular  or  special  meetings  of  the  Society  ten 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. At  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Assistants  five  of  the 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.

ARTICLE  IIT. 

ELECTION   OF  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  I.  The  Board  of  Assistants  shall  at  their  meeting  in 
.September  appoint  a  nominating  committee  of  five  members  of 
the  Society,  which  committee  shall  name  candidates  for  the 
offices  to  be  filled  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  ticket  named  by  the  nominating  committee  shall  be 
printed  and  mailed  by  the  secretary  to  each  member  of  the  So- 
ciety at  least  two  weeks  before  the  Annual  Meeting. 

Any  member  of  the  Society  may  also  be  placed  in  nomination 
for  any  office  by  five  members  of  the  Society,  but  all  such  nom- 
inations must  be  communicated  to  the  Secretary  by  a  notice  in 
writing  signed  by  the  members  making  the  nomination  at  least 
two  weeks  before  the  Annual  Meeting.

The  Captain  shall  carry  out  all  orders  of  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  Society,  and  act  as  Marshal  at  parades  and  on  occa- 
sions of  ceremony. 


Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Elder  to  officiate  when- 
called  upon  at  any  meeting  of  the  Society.  He  shall  have  been 
ordained  as  an  elder,  bishop,  minister,  or  deacon  of  a  Christian 
church. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  or  in  his 
absence  or  disability,  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  Secretary,  ta 
record  the  proceedings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board,  and  to 
keep  complete  lists  of  all  the  members ;  to  notify  members  of 
their  election,  and  to  notify  members  of  the  Society  and  the 
Board  of  Assistants  of  all  meetings  to  be  held ;  to  make  what- 
ever notices  and  communications  may  be  required  by  order  of  the 
Society  or  of  the  Governor,  and  in  general  to  perform  all  duties 
usually  appertaining  to  such  an  office. 

He  shall  be  the  keeper  of  the  Seal  of  the  Society,  and 
Custodian  of  all  blank  application  papers. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  take  charge 
of  all  funds  belonging  to  the  Society ;  to  keep  suitable  books  of 
account ;  to  charge,  collect,  and  receive  all  fees  and  dues  and 
all  other  moneys  payable  to  the  Society;  to  make  all  necessary 
disbursements  upon  approval  of  the  Finance  Committee ;  to  re- 
port the  condition  of  the  treasury  at  all  stated  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Assistants. 

He  shall  see  that  members  of  the  Society,  who  desire  them, 
are  provided  with  the  certificates,  insignia  and  rosettes  furnished 
by  the  General  Society  at  the  price  established  by  the  General 
Society's  Board  of  Assistants.  1 

The  Treasurer  shall  send  to  each  member  on  the  twenty- 
first  day  of  November  a  written  notice  of  annual  dues. 

Sec.  7.  The  Historian  shall  examine  and  report  upon  all 
pedigree  papers  of  applicants.  He  shall  keep  a  detailed  record 
of  all  celebrations  of  the  Society,  and  file  all  documents,  papers 
and  speeches.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  certificates  signed 
by  him,  and  do  any  other  work  assigned  him  by  the  Board  of 
Assistants. 

Sec.  8.  The  Surgeon  shall  be  under  the  orders  of  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Board  of  Assistants. 

ARTICLE  V. 

BOARD   AND   STANDING   COMMITTEES. 

Sec.  I.  The  Board  of  Assistants  shall  have  general  charge 
and  direction  of  the  affairs  of  the  Society.  They  shall  fill 
vacancies  among  the  officers  for  the  balance  of  the  term.  They 
shall  elect  the  following  Standing  Committees : 

Finance,  Entertainment,  Library,  and   Printing.     The  Mem- 
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•bership   Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  but   the 

names  of  those  comprising  the  Committee  shall  not  be  published. 

Sec.  2.     The  Membership  Committee  shall  meet  once  in  each 

month  at  a  time  and  place  designated  by  the  Chairman.     Special 

meetings   may  also   be  called  whenever  papers  or  business  shall 

require  action.    It  shall  receive  and  consider,  in  executive  session 
all    nominations    for    membership,    preliminary    applications    and 

•communications  relating  thereto,  and  report  their  conclusions  to 

the  Board  of  Assistants  through  the  Governor. 

Sec.  3.  The  Standing  Committees  shall  receive  and  act  upon 
all  matters  pertaining  to  the  business  of  the  Society,  usually 
■comprehended  in  the  work  of  such  committees. 

Sec.  4.  Special  Committees  shall  attend  to  the  work  to 
which   they   were    assigned   by   their   appointment. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

DUES. 

Sec.  I.  All  members  shall,  within  sixty  days  after  being 
notified  of  their  election,  pay  to  the  Treasurer  an  initiation  fee 
of  Five  Dollars  ($5.00)  and  dues  for  the  current  year,  as  is 
hereinafter  provided. 

The  annual  dues  payable  November  twenty-first  for  the 
Society  year,  shall  be  as  follows : 

For  resident  members  Five  Dollars  ($5.00),  for  non-resident 
-members  Three  Dollars  ($3.00).  Non-resident  members  are 
those  who  reside  outside  the  State  of  Colorado.  Those  admitted 
after  September  ist,  will  pay  initiation  fee  but  not  annual  dues 
until  November  twenty-first. 

Sec.  2.  Members  of  other  State  Societies  transferred  to  this 
Society  shall  pay  a  transfer  fee  of  Three  Dollars  ($3.00). 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  whose  annual  dues  remain  unpaid  for 
a  period  of  one  year  shall  be  dropped  from  the  rolls,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Assistants. 

Sec.  4.  Any  member  upon  payment  of  Seventy-five  Dollars 
($75.00)  at  one  time  may  become  a  Life  Member  and  exempt 
from  further  payment  of  dues. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

AMENDMENT  OR  ALTERATIONS  OF  THE  BY-LAWS. 

Amendments,  alterations,  and  additions  to  these  By-law«  shTll 
"be  made  in  the  same  manner  as  amendments  and  changes  of  the 
Constitution. 

Any  section  of  these  By-laws  may  be  suspended  for  a  special 
•purpose  at  any  time,  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  members 
present  at  a  meeting  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
Robert's   Rules  of   Order   shall   govern   the   deliberations   of 
the  Society  and  the  Board  of  Assistants.
